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Lap dance 
club aims 
to open in 
town spot 

A LAP dancing club is set to 
open at a nightspot in Stour¬ 
bridge - sparking criticism 
from one councillor that it 
could demean the area. 

It would be set up on the 
first floor of the Stourbridge 
Academy nightclub. 

It comes two years after a 
lap dancing club under dif¬ 
ferent management closed 
at the same site after a week 
following complaints. 

But owner Roger Bishton 
insists this club will be “dis¬ 
creet” and says he still has 
“big plans” for the venue, 
formerly The Picture House. 

He recently opened a new 
cabaret room on the second 
floor for live acts and also 
hopes to invite former Eng¬ 
land footballers along to 
Euro 2012 events during the 
summer. 

The lap dancing venue 
will not be advertised out¬ 
side and he insists the plans 
have not attracted any for¬ 
mal objections so far. 

But ward councillor Nico¬ 
las Barlow said: “It is very 
disappointing and it would 
demean the area. 

“I think the general con¬ 
sensus around Stourbridge 
and the surrounding area is 
that we do not want this type 
of establishment here.” 

Mr Bishton said the appli¬ 
cation had been advertised 
properly and there had been 
no objections. 

The plans will go before 
Dudley’s licensing commit¬ 
tee on February 7. 

£20m for 
more buses 

A TOTAL of £20 million will 
be spent on more than 100 
new buses in the West Mid¬ 
lands this year, say trans¬ 
port bosses. 

National Express West 
Midlands plans to boost its 
fleet of around 1,600 buses 
by another 100 single¬ 
decker buses and 30 smaller 
buses. It follows an extra 120 
buses on the region’s roads 
last year following a £22m 
investment by the firm. 

The figure included 18 
hybrid buses as the company 
aimed to drive down costs. 


CHUGGERS FIGHT 
IS UNDER REVIEW

DEFIANT charity collectors are insisting the law is on their 
side after Dudley Council ruled they must carry a licence 
to stop shoppers in the street. From now on the so-called 
charity muggers or “chuggers” must apply for a permit 
under a crackdown launched by councillors. 

The body which represents them had hoped to come to a compromise with the council. 
But council chiefs have refused to back down and will now wait for the outcome of a 
national review being carried out by Lord Hodgson. The Public Fundraising Regulatory 
Association says the collectors - who carry clipboards and try to persuade shoppers to sign

Water bills 
set to rise 
for millions 

WATER bills for millions of customers will 
rise above inflation as the latest round of 
increases have been announced. 

Homes supplied by South Staffs Water 
are facing a 6.4 per cent increase, one of the 
biggest in the UK. 

The move means the Walsall-based water 
company is adding £8 to annual bills, taking 
them to £140 a year. 

It supplies water but not sewerage ser¬ 
vices to around 1.3 million people from Can¬ 
nock to Stourbridge and West Bromwich. 

The price hike is above the national aver¬ 
age of just 5.7 per cent and is the fourth 
highest imposed across Britain. But there 
was slightly better news for neighbours get¬ 
ting water and sewerage services from Sev¬ 
ern Trent, whose bills are going up by five 
per cent. It will add £16 a year to the aver¬ 
age bill - £8 for water and £7 for sewerage 
services - which will now be around £325. 

Severn Trent has more than eight million 
customers including in Stafford, Wolver¬ 
hampton and Birmingham. The rise, con¬ 
trolled by water regulator Ofwat, is based 
on inflation at its peak of 5.2 per cent last 
year. It is now 4.2 per cent. 

Ofwat chief executive Regina Finn said: 
“We understand any bill rise is unwelcome, 
particularly in tough economic times.” 


up to direct debit payments - do not need a 
licence because they are not collecting 
cash. 

They originally launched a judicial 
review to get the plans overturned in the 
High Court but this was dropped in favour 
of discussing the issue. 

Lord Hodgson is leading a full review of 
the law relating to charities in England and 
Wales, and is due to report back to parlia¬ 
ment by the summer. 

But in the meantime in Dudley only 
chuggers who have gone through the appli¬ 
cation process with the council will be able 
to stop shoppers in the street - and the 
PFRA fears this will cut its number of 
workers. The PFRA’s head of policy, Dr 
Toby Ganley, said they have “two legal 
opinions” that state the 1916 law that the 
council is enforcing does not apply to char¬ 
ity workers persuading people to make 
direct debit payments. 

Resolution 

He insists they are still confident a reso¬ 
lution can be found with the council. 

He added: “Given the Office for Civil 
Society has announced Lord Hodgson 
would conduct the review of the Charities 
Act 2006, which will consider how solicita¬ 
tions of direct debits should be licensed, we 
believe it is more constructive in the cur¬ 
rent situation to try to return to dialogue 
and attempt to persuade Dudley Council 
that what we can offer in terms of regulat¬ 
ing street fundraising that will be more 
effective and more efficient than what they 
can achieve themselves by relying on 
anachronistic statute.” 

Dudley councillor, Tim Wright, said: 
“The council made a decision that all char¬ 
ity collectors must have a street collection 
permit. The charity collectors did not pur¬ 
sue a judicial review and the council’s posi¬ 
tion has not changed.”

Uneaten 
hospital 
meals cost 
£ 209,000 

THOUSANDS of meals are 
being sent back uneaten by 
hospital patients in Dudley, 
costing the NHS around 
£209,000 last year, accord¬ 
ing to latest figures. 

Across the West Midlands 
and Staffordshire, more 
than £890,000 is being 
wasted on uneaten meals. 

New menus are now being 
introduced or meals 
reviewed at some hospitals 
in the region to reduce 
wasted food. 

Bosses at Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital said they 
were now looking “into 
options for alternative 
methods of the delivery of 
patient meals.” 

Figures from the NHS 
Information Centre for 
Health and Social Care 
showed six per cent out of 
821,000 meals served last 
year by The Dudley Group of 
Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust - which runs Russells 
Hall - were wasted, costing 
around £209,000 during 
2010/11. 

Meanwhile just over nine 
per cent of the 983,895 
meals served by Sandwell 
and West Birmingham NHS 
Trust were thrown away at a 
cost of £227,466 during the 
same time and 15 per cent of 
meals were sent back out of 
the 848,100 served in 
Wolverhampton at a cost of 
£365,107. Wasted food has 
increased compared to 
2009/10 in the region over¬ 
all, according to figures 
released for 2009/10.

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Link road to be ready by end of year 


A LONG-AWAITED link road con¬ 
necting three of the Black Country’s 
biggest tourist attractions will be 
completed by the end of the year. 

Plans to link Dudley Zoo, the 
Black Country Living Museum and 
Dudley Canal Trustas part of a £10 
million project have been in the 
pipeline since 2006. Dudley’s regen¬ 
eration boss Angus Adams said the 
road will “definitely” be open to the 
public by December. Work is due to 


start in the coming weeks on part of 
the site after construction of the 
new archives centre next door to the 
museum begins later in February. 

The project also includes a new 
joint entrance and visitor centre for 
the attractions so people can pay to 
access all the sites together. 

A new road will also run between 
the museum and zoo, while a car 
park with up to 1,000 spaces will 
cater for all the sites. The road will 


run from near the former Trading 
Post premises in Castle Hill to the 
back of the museum in nearby Tip- 
ton Road. 

It will also provide access to Dud¬ 
ley Canal Trust at the back of the 
museum. 

The plans became a reality when 
a bid for £4.5m of European funding 
was approved last year. Councillor 
Adams said today: “It will definitely 
be finished and open for the public 


by the end of the year. It is great 
news for the town. Work is moving 
forward and though we do not have 
a definite start date, the other parts 
of the project such as the archives 
are progressing well.” 

The plans have been previously 
held back by a lack of funding and 
nearby roadworks at the Burnt Tree 
junction and the new Tesco. 

Restoration work will get under 
way in May at the zoo. 


film car cloning gang 
are given prison terms 


A criminal gang that sold stolen luxury cars 
in a £1.1 million con have been handed prison 
sentences totalling 32 years. Forged paper¬ 
work was used to sell 45 vehicles stolen in 
burglaries around the Midlands. 

The scam prompted a two- 
year-long investigation by 
three forces including 
Staffordshire Police. 

Cloned number plates and 
chassis were added to cars 
such as Mercedes, BMWs 
and Audis. The crime only 
came to light when unwit¬ 
ting new owners tried to reg¬ 
ister the cars with the 
DVLA. 

The car cloning ring net¬ 
ted profits of £400,000 in 
two years. Seven men 
pleaded guilty at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court to con¬ 
spiracy to conceal, disguise 
or convert criminal property. 

Brothers James and John 
Sheen and Philip and Robert 
Blair were all jailed. 

Mark Allman, Edward 
Pines, Christopher Edwards 
and Paul Candelent were 
also sentenced.

James Sheen, aged 27, 
and brother John, 23, both 
of Shinfield, Reading, were 
both jailed for eight years. 

Philip Blair, aged 32, of

Emotional 
plea from 
family to

THE FAMILY of murdered 
Betty Yates have made an 
emotional appeal to her 
killer to hand themselves in. 

Speaking publicly for the 
first time about the tragedy, 
her son and daughter said 
they were “completely 
bewildered” as to why any¬ 
one would want to hurt their 
mother. 

The 77-year-old was 
beaten with her own walk¬ 
ing stick and stabbed in the 
neck at her home, off Dowles 
Road, Bewdley, before she 
was discovered on January 
4. 

Daughter Hazel Costello 
and son David Yates said 
they had been left “devas¬ 
tated” by their loss. 

“This has been such a 
hard time for us - to lose 
your mum is always dread¬ 
ful but to lose your mum like 
this when you worry con¬ 
stantly about how fright¬ 
ened she must have been or 
what she might have felt 
during such a vicious attack 
is like a nightmare,” Hazel 
said. 

“At the moment we don’t 
know if it was a burglary or 
if there was another rea¬ 
son.” 

They appealed to anyone 
who might know anything 
about the murder to contact 
police immediately.

£ 93,000 
rent bill 
on empty 
offices 

A BLACK COUNTRY office 
block left empty for more 
than two years has cost the 
council almost £93,000 in 
rent. Now bosses say it will 
be filled within weeks. 

Workers from Sandwell’s 
youth offending team are 
due to start moving into the 
offices at Unity Walks, Tip- 
ton Shopping Centre, in the 
last week of this month after 
a £290,000 revamp. 

The move comes after it 
was announced bosses spent 
£92,952 on rent on the 
premises while it lay unused 
from October 2009. 

The spending was despite 
bosses having to save 
£75million by 2015. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the 
authority’s jobs and econ¬ 
omy chief, said: “The tar¬ 
geted youth support service 
is moving to Unity Walk by 
the end of next month as 
part of the council’s office 
accommodation project. 

“That project will mean a 
year on year saving of about 
£1.6m.” Figures released 
under the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act showed Sandwell 
spent £61,969.50 on closed 
units at Tipton Shopping 
Centre in the last six 
months of 2009-10, and the 
whole of 2010-11. By the 
time chiefs fill the units, the 
rent bill will be £92,954.25.

ment cuts,” said Mr Austin. 

“The way the Govern¬ 
ment has allocated funding 
penalises the West Midlands 
and the system for deciding 
funding must be reviewed.”

The number employed in manufacturing fell by 119,000 
from 426,000 in 2006-2007 to 307,000 in 2010-2011. 
Sandwell lost 11,300 over the same period while Walsall lost 


Delight at 
scrap cash 
progress 

A MIDLAND MP who cam¬ 
paigned for a change in the 
law to clamp down on metal 
thefts has told of his delight 
after it was taken up by the 
government. 

Chris Kelly, Conservative 
MP for Dudley South, said a 
pledge by home secretary 
Theresa May to ban cash 
payments for scrap metal 
would “radically reduce” the 
problem of stolen manhole 
covers, railway cable and 
church roofs. 

The home secretary is 
oing to remove a £1,000 
mit on fines and laws being 
introduced as part of the 
Legal Aid, Sentencing and 
Punishment of Offenders 
Bill would make it a criminal 
offence to pay for scrap 
metal in cash. 

MPs have been campaign¬ 
ing over the payment system 
because it makes the people 
stealing and selling scrap 
metal difficult to trace. 

Mr Kelly said: “It’s going 
to radically reduce criminal¬ 
ity. We will see a reduction in 
metal thefts and in the small 
number of bad metal dealers 
prepared to launder metal 
for cash.” 

In her statement the 
home secretary said: “There 
is an urgent need to make 
stealing metal less attractive 
to criminals. ” 


6,300 jobs, Wolverhampton 
saw 5,200 jobs go and 
Dudley 2,700. Staffordshire 
was the county seeing the 
biggest fall in manufactur¬ 
ing jobs with a reduction of 
21,100 jobs. 

Its figure fell from 74,200 
in 2006-2007 to 53,100 last 
year. Worcestershire saw a 
fall of 20,100 over the same 
period. 

The Black Country has 
been particularly hard hit. 
In 2009 there were 69,000 
employed in manufacturing, 
but the figure was half that 
of a decade earlier. 

A raft of small businesses 
fell victim to the credit 
crunch and recession. 

Job losses have continued 
in recent months with the 
closure of curtain walling 
and commercial windows 
maker Parry Bowen at 
Chasetown with the loss of 
100 jobs in October. 

Recession 

The study for the GMB 
union found manufacturing 
job losses have been running 
at almost 3,400 a week 
across the country, with 
700,000 fewer posts since 
the recession. 

Paul Kenny, general secre¬ 
tary of the GMB, said: “The 
Downing Street-led reces¬ 
sion accelerated the haemor¬ 
rhaging of jobs from UK 
manufacturing. 

“In the UK as a whole the 
first four years of this reces¬ 
sion has cost 706,300 manu¬ 
facturing jobs. This is on top 
of the 1.25m fall between 
1994/95 and 2006/07 at an 
average of 2,005 job losses a 
week.” This is the most 
tragic economic story from 
Britain in the last two 
decades, he added.

The firm shreds and dries 
solid waste, turning the 
household rubbish and 
industrial refuse into fuel. 
Residents say urgent action 
is needed to clean up the site. 
Stef Andrews, aged 20, lives 
in Bague Walk with her two- 
year-old daughter Maddie. 

But she branded the 
mountain of waste an 
“eyesore” with dust and 
smells coming from the 
rubbish pile on warm days. 

Fellow resident Emma 
Clayton, 21, added: “It’s 
amazing that people live so 
close to it.” 

A representative of Refuse 
Derived Fuel Ltd declined to 
comment.

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Hopes on 
toilets go 
down pan 

CAMPAIGNERS trying to 
get public toilets reopened 
across Dudley borough have 
been dealt a blow. 

Councillor Patrick Harley 
confirmed there would be no 
U-turn in the council’s 
policy. 

Dudley Council closed 
several toilet blocks as the 
authority aims to find 
savings worth £150,000. 

But St James’s ward 
councillor Malcolm Davis 
says residents have now 
raised concerns about the 
closure plan. 

Particular reference has 
been made to the closure of 
the Stafford Street block 
near the court building. The 
block had already closed 
before last year’s plan had 
been put in place. 

He said anti-social behav¬ 
iour had been taking place at 
the toilet, yet it should not 
have been closed but 
managed better instead. 

“It looks to me that the 
closing of conveniences in 
Dudley are convenient for 
the police, convenient for 
the council and ruling coun¬ 
cillors but not for the people 
of Dudley,” he said. 

But Councillor Harley 
said the closed toilets were 
outdated, often targeted by 
vandals and under-used. 

He added residents and 
ward councillors had been 
consulted about the plan. 

Fire project 
set to start 

A PILOT scheme sending 
out smaller response vehic¬ 
les instead of traditional fire 
appliances to deal with min¬ 
or blazes is to get under way. 

The trial is being 
launched in Dudley and 
Tipton where specially- 
adapted vehicles including 
Land Rovers equipped with 
blue lights will be sent out. 

The vehicles will have a 
crew of three firefighters 
and will attend smaller 
blazes such as bin and 
rubbish fires between 10am 
and 10pm. If successful for 
West Midlands Fire Service 
it could be rolled out across 
other areas. 


Extension bid 

PLANS to extend an indus¬ 
trial warehouse have been 
revealed by developers in 
Dudley. 

Wollaston based Zenith 
Investments have submitted 
proposals for an up to 490ft 
extension to a unit on Bagley 
Industrial Park, in North- 
field Road, Netherton. 

The plans will now be con¬ 
sidered by the council at a 
future meeting. 


£50,000 improvements for blackspot road 


AN ACCIDENT blackspot road in Gornal 
is to get £50,000 of improvements in a new 
safety scheme. 

Campaigners have welcomed the news 
their concerns about Straits Road have 
been heard by highways chiefs. 

The cash will be spent on resurfacing, 
warning signs and anti-skid road surfaces 
in a bid to tackle the problem. 

A spate of accidents including one 
where a lorry ploughed through a bus 
shelter has prompted the pleas for action 
from worried residents who want repairs 
to be carried out. Campaigners claim the 


road surface has been deteriorating for a 
while and has started to loosen more with 
the bad weather in the last 12 months. 

Highways engineers have revealed 
plans to close Straits Road between the 
Acton Drive and Louise Street junctions 
next month for works. 

Listened 

Closures will be in place from February 
6 to 10 between 9.30am until 3pm daily. 

Ward councillors David Stanley and 
Tim Wright said the council had listened 
to the concerns and had agreed to take 


action. “This is short-term disruption for 
long-term gain,” said Councillor Stanley. 
“The road surface is worn out and would 
have needed resurfacing sometime. 

“The money has been found in the 
council’s highways budget and we are 
pleased it is now going to be done.” 

A diversion route will be set up along 
Summit Place, Himley Road and High 
Areal for cars to bypass the works. 

Dudley Council’s transport chief, Coun¬ 
cillor Patrick Harley, said: “The carriage¬ 
way in Straits Road has become worn by 
regular use over the years. 


“The cost of resurfacing Straits Road is 
estimated at around £45,600. 

“Whilst the resurfacing is taking place, 
the opportunity will be taken to introduce 
localised road safety measures. The cost of 
the road safety work is estimated at about 
£ 6 , 000 . 

Safety 

“Following several accidents over a 
number of years local ward members have 
approached highways officers and 
requested this safety work, which we are 
now able to carry out.” 


Sophisticated crime ring is 
smashed and gang jailed 


A “highly organised” criminal ring from 
across the Midlands has been smashed and a 
gang jailed for its part in the robbery of a lorry 
driver who died following an ambush. 


Bogdan Bartczak’s dead 
body was dragged on to park 
land off Vale Road, Dudley 
after he collapsed when his 
lorry was being robbed. 

Nine men were starting a 
total of more than 45 years 
behind bars after the 57- 
year-old was robbed of 
£250,000 of flat screen TVs 
before he died of a suspected 
heart attack. 

Just three of the 227 sets 
have been traced. 

Polish father Mr Bartczak 
had arrived in Dover on 
October 30, 2010 then drove 
to Oldbury, parking in Green 
Street that night. Seven of 
the men tried to steal the 
TVs at 9pm the following 
day - but Mr Bartczak 
warned them off. 

He called his employers in 
Poland to tell them someone 
had targeted the lorry. But 
half an hour later they 
returned, this time intent on 
robbery, prosecutor Mr 
Michael Duck told Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court. 

Mr Bartczak suffered a 
bruised nose but no other 
injuries. Exactly what hap¬ 
pened during the robbery - 
and how he ended up 
dumped on a roadside - may 
never be revealed as the 
defendants have kept silent. 

Some of the men arrested 
had faced kidnap charges 
but these were dropped. 

In total seven were sen¬ 
tenced last week for their 
part in the robbery, while 
another two faced charges 
relating to other robberies 
and burglaries. 

The defendants claimed 
they had originally intended 
to raid the lorry and it had 
ended up as a robbery. They 
all said Mr Bartczak’s death

was “unintended”. Anthony

Glen Garner, 24, of Beres- 
ford Crescent, West 
Bromwich, was jailed for five 
years for robbery and 18 
months for burglary. 

A 17-year-old, who cannot 
be named, got two years 
youth detention for robbery 
and a 12-month training 
order for handling stolen 
goods, to run concurrently. 

Robert Warren, 33, of Oak 
Leasow, Quinton, was jailed 
for two years for attempted 
theft and 12 months for 
assisting an offender. 

Craig Street, 48, of 
Bridges Crescent, Cannock, 
got 16 months for handling 
stolen goods. 

Martin Payne, 31, of Bleak 
House Road, Oldbury, got 18 
months for the burglary of 
Air Liquide and two years 
seven months for burgling a 
house in Wolverhampton.

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Purse-snatcher chased 
down by passing runner 


TWO DRUG addicts who robbed a 
vulnerable 81 -year-old woman as 
she walked along a Stourbridge 
street have been locked up. 

The woman was in The Broadway when 
Dean Huxley and Tara North approached 
her , Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The pensioner was pushed off balance as 
her purse containing just £5 and some 
change was snatched. Just weeks later, 
Huxley stole a purse from an 85-year old- 
woman in Union Street, Stourbridge. 

The court heard he laughed as he ran 
away but the woman called for help and a 
passing runner chased after 37-year-old 
Huxley and held him until police arrived. 

Judge Martin Walsh branded the crimes 
“utterly mean and despicable. 

Afraid 

In a victim impact statement, the 81-year- 
old said she felt utterly distressed after the 
purse snatch, her confiednce had suffered 
and she was now afraid to leave her home. 

Huxley, of New Street, Dudley, admitted 
robbery and theft and was jailed for three 
years. North, 20 of Stickley Lane, Lower 
Gornal, pleaded guilty to robbery and was 
given two years in custody. 

The offences were carried out to fuel their 
drug addiction and the two women were 
seen as “easy victims”, Judge Walsh said. 

Mr David Lees, prosecuting, said North 
had 47 previous offences and Huxley 39. 

Miss Samantha Powis, defending North, 
said she needed help to deal with her drug 
problem. Mr Malcolm Fowler, for Huxley, 
said he had been “desperate” for drugs.

ONE THIRD of food produced 
worldwide is lost or wasted annu¬ 
ally, Jose Graziano da Silva, the 
director general of the United 
Nations’ Food and Agriculture 
Organization, told a gathering of 
ministers at the weekend. 

This amounts to a staggering 1.3 billion 
metric tons of food each year! 

Despite today’s austere times the 
message “waste not, want not” has yet to 
impact upon the UK’s throwaway society. If 
we cast our minds back one 100 years we dis¬ 
cover how our grandmothers, together with 
some creative thinking, made a little go a 
long way. 

In 1914 most families spent 60 per cent of

their income on food. By 1935 this had 
dropped to just 35 per cent. Today, despite 
our perception that food costs have actually 
risen, they now take up just 11 per cent of 
the average family’s income. 

Seasonality was the key to determining 
what went on the 1900s dinner table. 
Growing vegetables and keeping livestock 
was common in the Black Country and in 
1910 some produce, such as grapes, oranges, 
bananas and dates, had started to become 
available through imports. 

Clare Weston, Curator of Domestic and 
Cultural Life said: “Factory food production 
grew in the nineteenth century and into the 
twentieth century. Palethorpes of Tipton 
were known nationally for their meat 
produce; especially their sausages. An 


average worker at the factory earned just 6 
shillings (30p) a week in the early 1920s. “ 

Families would be creative with their 
recipes, making use of scraps. Groaty 
Pudding was a dish cooked commonly in the 
Black Country. Cheap and cheerful, it was a 
popular for Bonfire night, eaten with jacket 
potatoes that had been thrown into the fire. 

Lindsey Butler, Team Leader, Domestic 
Life said: “Groats would be soaked in a bowl 
first. You would usually add about VUb 
groats to lib of meat. 

The meat added would often be cheaper 
cuts of meat or scraps that a butcher would 
almost be giving away. 

Leeks would be added with even the green 
part of the vegetable going in the pot to 
avoid waste. An onion and sometimes a 
potato would be added to help thicken it up. 

Stock would be added and from 1910 Oxo 
cubes became available. Salt was bought in 
large blocks, often from families of trav¬ 
ellers, and a small amount would be cut to 
add seasoning. 

Four to five hours later you’d have an 


inexpensive yet hearty meal that would 
keep you going for hours.” 

Other dishes included chitlings, pig’s 
intestines, and tripe, stews, broths made 
from bone, grey peas and bacon, fish heads 
and parsley sauce. 

Taking a leaf out of our grandmother’s 
cookbook just goes to show that being frugal 
with our food doesn’t have to mean going 
without, it just means cooking cleverly. 

Recipe for Bread Pudding courtesy of 
‘Bostin’ Fittle’ by Pat Purcell 

1 lb stale bread 

8 oz grated suet 

2 oz sugar 

1 teaspoon mixed spice 

6 oz dried fruit 

legg 

Soak the bread in water till soft. Squeeze 
to remove as much water as possible. Break 
up the bread with a fork, add the suet, sugar, 
spice and dried fruit and mix well. Stir in the 
beaten egg and put in a greased tin. 

Bake in a moderate oven for 90 mins.

TRAFFIC lights blamed for con¬ 
gestion on a main road in Amble- 
cote are unlikely to be axed due to 
the high cost of thier removal. 

Dudley Council said the signals at the 
junction of Amblecote High Street and 
Trefoil Gardens would be taken out follow¬ 
ing years of complaints from residents. 

But despite the plan being announced last 
April and receiving the backing of the com¬ 
munity during a consultation, no work has 
taken place. 

Councillors have now revealed the reason 
was due to financial considerations as it 
would cost up to £100,000 to remove them. 

This would include digging up to remove 
electrical services, such as cables, which 
serve the lights. But councillors for the town 
said this did not prevent the lights being left 
in place but simply switched off. 

Flow 

They are calling for this to be done to im¬ 
prove traffic flow. The road is the main route 
into Stourbridge town centre. 

The lights were installed to help residents 
on The Spires estate access the main road 
more easily. But instead they have caused 
traffic congestion at peak times along the 
stretch of road, which has three sets of 
traffic lights within a few hundred yards. 

Queues can build up along Stourbridge 
ring road back to Wordsley at busy times. 

Councillor Pat Martin said: “This has 
been a really frustrating situation as that set 
of lights is totally unnecessary and causes 
traffic to build up. We have been told the cost 
has prevented the removal.” 

The council’s cabinet member for trans¬ 
portation, councillor Patrick Harley, said he 
was willing to look at the matter again.

130 drivers caught with 
windows illegally tinted

MORE than 130 motorists have 
been caught driving cars with 
illegal tinted windows during a 
four-month crackdown carried 
out by police in Halesowen. 

Officers from the town’s police station 
have been stopping drivers following com¬ 
plaints by residents about motorists who are 
flouting the law. 

Sgt Martin Hall, from Halesowen Police, 
said cars with tinted windows can be linked 
to crime and anti-social behaviour and often 
cause people to be concerned 

The law says 75 per cent of light should be 
able to get through the front windscreen and 
70 per cent of light through the front side 
windows 

The rules on tinted windows don’t apply 
to the rear windscreen or the rear passenger 
windows. Police use light-measuring equip¬ 
ment to gauge tints on cars. 

Sgt Martin Hall said more than 130 
drivers had been stopped and had volun¬ 
teered to remove their tinted windows. 

“Officers based at Halesowen Police 
Station have been busy enforcing road 
traffic legislation in and around Hale¬ 
sowen,” he said. 

“This is as a result of complaints from our 
local communities being voiced at the local 
Pact meetings regarding a percieved fall in 
driving standards locally and the blatent 
flouting of basic traffic laws involving the 
use of mobile phones, speeding and more 
laterly, heavily tinted windows. 

“The feedback from local residents and 
counsellors is extremely positive, the vast 
majority fully supporting the proactive 
action taken.”

Crackdown warning as 
flytippers evade capture 


THOUSANDS of complaints are 
being made about fly-tipping in 
the West Midlands region - but 
only a fraction are being caught. 

Figures show more than 6,000 piles of 
rubbish have been found over the past year, 
with 30 prosecutions by councils, who have 
vowed to continue their crackdown. 

The authorities say it is difficult to track 
down those responsible, especially as the 
rubbish is often left miles from their homes. 

Those caught have been warned they 
could face court bills of thousands of pounds. 

In Dudley eight people have been prose¬ 
cuted since April, and there were 548 inci¬ 
dents during that period. In 2010-11 a total 
of 20 people were prosecuted out of 817 
reports. 

There have been 253 incidents in South 
Staffordshire since last April, resulting in 
seven prosecutions. 

Caution 

In 2011 at neighbouring Sandwell, there 
were 2,726 reported incidents of fly-tipping, 
with five prosecutions, compared with 3,189 
reports in 2010 and one formal caution. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services Councillor Derek 
Rowley said: “The only time we can trace the 
culprit is when they throw away household 
stuff which includes letters and bills with 
their address on.” 

Wolverhampton City Council dealt with 
2,748 incidents in 2011, with 10 people being 
prosecuted. The number of reports in 2010 
was 3,669 when there were 13 prosecutions.

Pub offers free parking 
to beat Baggeridge hike 


A PUB landlord will let people use 
his car park for free after charges 
at a nearby country park 
increased by 78 per cent. 

The price hike being introduced at Bag¬ 
geridge Country Park, near Sedgley, has left 
ramblers and dog walkers furious and 
sparked fears for the future of a tea shop 
there. 

But owner of the nearby Summer House 
pub John Coombes said visitors to the 
beauty spot could use his 80-space car park 
free in winter months.

Threatened

country park, while Dave Daly, aged 41, and 
his wife, Julie, 42, who run the Baggeridge 
Tea Shop, are worried about the future of 
their business. 

Mr Coombes, 57, said: “It is a complete 
rip-off and we are quite happy to let people 
use our car park during the winter. Hope¬ 
fully that will help them make the council 
realise that people are not willing to pay 
these prices. 

“I know Dave and Julie, they’re a great 
couple and they don’t deserve this. It’s diffi¬ 
cult enough for businesses at the moment so 
we need to help each other out when we 
can.” The council blamed the hikes on 
“tough times”.

I went on BBC Radio 
WM and BBC2’s Daily 
Politics with Andrew 
Neil to discuss the 
campaign for meas¬ 
ures to prevent metal 
theft. 

There I was asked if the 
Government would outlaw 
cash payments for (scrap) 
metal within the next six 
months. I replied I very 
much hoped so and would 
continue pressing the Gov¬ 
ernment to do so. 

I was therefore delighted 
when my colleague the 
Home Secretary, Theresa 
May, announced to Parlia¬ 
ment a few days later that 
the Government will be out¬ 
lawing cash payments for 
metal and significantly 
increasing the penalties for 
dealing in stolen metal 
within weeks. 

Whilst the Parliamentary 
process completes I will con¬ 
tinue to press for greater 
enforcement of existing 
laws, including more Police 
checks on rogue scrapyards 
to clamp down on metal 
theft. 

At Prime Minister’s Ques¬ 
tions I strongly backed the 
Government’s £26,000 
annual benefits cap. 

I also pressed the Secre¬ 
tary of State for Work & 
Pensions, Iain Duncan 
Smith, about progress with 
implementation of the uni¬ 
versal credit and for more 
details about how it will ben¬ 
efit my hard-working con¬ 
stituents in Dudley South. 


Holocaust 

I signed the Holocaust 
Memorial Day book of 
remembrance in Parliament 
ahead of attending the serv¬ 
ice of remembrance at Dud¬ 
ley College on the 67th 
anniversary of the liberation 
of the Auschwitz-Birkenau, 
Nazi death camp. 

The talk by holocaust sur¬ 
vivor Joanna Mallin was 
truly inspirational and mov¬ 
ing, a real reminder of what 
can happen when demo¬ 
cratic politics and dialogue is 
allowed to break-down and 
racism and hatred allowed to 
flourish. We must teach all 
future generations the hor¬ 
rors of the 1940s so that 
they can never happen 
again. 

Sadly, as I know from my 
work in Rwanda and Bosnia, 
genocides have happened as 
recently as the 1990s. 

I attended a Health and 
Adult Social Care review 
meeting at Dudley Council 
House where I met the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency for an 


update on the situation with 
the waste pile at the waste 
transfer station in Moor 
Street, Brierley Hill and to 
press for faster enforcement 
action. I am liaising between 
the EA and Dudley MBC to 
make sure locals see 
improvements in the situa¬ 
tion. 

Questions 

During a visit to Summer- 
hill School in Kingswinford, 
I met headteacher Mr War¬ 
ren and held a question and 
answer session with pupils. 
The positive ethos of the 
school was palpable and 
made for an extremely enjoy¬ 
able visit. 

I held a constituency 
advice surgery at Kingswin¬ 
ford Community Centre. If 
you live in Dudley South and 
would like an appointment 
please see www.dudleycon- 
servatives.com/surgeries or 
use the contact details below.

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MP counting on Daylight 
Saving Bill going forward 


AN MP has voiced his support for moving 
the clocks forward by one hour, despite a bill 
failing to get through the House of 
Commons. 

Chris Kelly, MP for Dudley South, backed 
the Daylight Saving Bill, which received its 
third reading in the House of Commons on 
Friday, January 20. 

It would have commissioned a detailed 
study into the costs and benefits of moving 
the clocks forward to Greenwich Mean Time 
plus one hour in the winter and two in the 
summer, followed by a possible three-year 
trial. 

Despite Government support for the 
study, the proposal faced opposition from a 
determined group of MPs who believed the 
extra hour of darkness in the morning 


would cause problems, particularly in the 
north. 

Opposition saw the Daylight Saving Bill 
fail to make progress following a series of 
votes. 

Mr Kelly said: “The arguments in favour 
of clock change are compelling. This one 
simple low-cost policy could bring wide 
ranging benefits to the whole of the UK 
including saving lives on our roads, creating 
much needed jobs in the tourism sector and 
reducing the fear of crime on dark 
evenings. ” 

Opponents fear some parts of the country 
will not get light until as late as 9am. 

But supporters argue that lighter 
evenings would save lives on the roads 
during the late rush hour. 


Pigeon problem netted 


NETS have been put up to 
protect new glass shelters at 
the £7million Stourbridge bus 
station from becoming 
perches for pigeons. 

Designers of the interchange 
realised the new glass walling on the 
shelters could form a tempting spot for 
the birds to gather. 

Experts were called to the site to find 
the best way of protecting the new 
stands and work has now been carried 
out. Staff from Eco Environmental 
Services have installed harmless anti¬ 
bird netting to bird-proof the shelters. 

The netting stops birds landing on 
the shelters but causes them no harm 
in the process. 


There are 11 upgraded stands at the 
station. Each is fitted with automatic 
doors which open when the bus arrives. 

The protective measures are among 
the latest works at the development 
which is rapidly taking shape in Foster 
Street East. 

Work has been ongoing on the new 
interchange since the old outdated bus 
station was closed in October 2010. 

Construction 

The station is due for completion by 
the spring. Much of the work, includ¬ 
ing construction of the frame, roof and 
wdls, on the main bus station building 
was completed at the end of last year. 

A firm date has not yet been set for 
when the site will open but bosses from 
transport authority Centro said the 


development was on schedule. 

Spokesman Ed McDonald, of con¬ 
tractors Interserve, said he was 
pleased the measures are now in place. 

“The project to protect the shelters 
has been challenging and Eco Environ¬ 
mental Services have been very inno¬ 
vative and flexible in their approach to 
the works,” he said. 

Centro spokesman Steve Swingler 
added: “The bird deterrent measures 
are an integral part of the station’s 
design and they have now been 
installed. 

“These are necessary to help main¬ 
tain a clean environment for passen¬ 
gers and keep the interchange looking 
smart and attractive.” 


First stage 
nears end 

THE FIRST stage of a 
project to revamp parts of 
Wyre Forest is almost com¬ 
plete. 

Work to demolish 
maisonettes in Kiddermin¬ 
ster to make way for new 
homes is expected to be fin¬ 
ished soon. 

The Community Housing 
Group is knocking down five 
maisonette blocks and build¬ 
ing 97 apartments and 
houses off Hurcott Road, at 
the junction with Stour¬ 
bridge Road. Kier Partner¬ 
ship Homes intend to build 
22 two-bedroom houses, 18 
three bedroom, 11 four 
bedroom and 46 two

First residents welcome 
£7m retirement village 


It may have a cabaret 
room, hairdressing 
salon, gym and games 
room. But this is no five- 
star hotel. 

The wraps have finally come off the 
new £7 million retirement village in 
Coseley, where the first residents are 
now settling in. 

Made up of 72 modern apartments, 
the Midland Heart retirement complex 
has been officially unveiled. 

The complex has transformed a site 
in Whitehouse Street where the former 
Coseley Youth Centre and Wallbrook 
House care home once stood. The extra 


care complex aims to give support to 
elderly people while allowing them to 
live independently. 

Residents aged from 55 up into their 
100s have been moving into the 
Coseley development over the past few 
weeks but the centre has only recently 
become fully functional. 

Active 

Anthony Richards, 68, and his 63- 
year-old wife Barbara moved into the 
development a few weeks ago from 
Chatwins Wharf, in Tipton. They 
admitted being sceptical at first so 
joined the Midland Heart’s Founders 
group. It is formed by members of the 
community interested in finding out 
more about the development. The 


Founders group take an active role in 
the decision-making process from 
choosing the name, through to decora¬ 
tions and daily activites. Mrs Richards 
said they found being involved from 
the very beginning helped them even¬ 
tually decide to move in. 

“We are so pleased we decided to 
move here as it has changed our lives. 
We feel more secure and safe and we 
feel there is a real community here and 
always someone to speak to,” she 
added. 

Head of Services, Sara Beamand, 
said extra care housing was an exten¬ 
sion to housing schemes offered. 

She said it would work with existing 
care homes and was not deemed as a 
replacement for all residential care.

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Firefighters rescue pony 
from drowning in mud 


FIREFIGHTERS battled for two 
hours to rescue a horse which had 
fallen into a canal culvert in Pen- 
snett.

Wrapped

slowly ease it onto the bank. They used 
salvage sheets to lever the pony up so it could 
be checked over by a member of Equine 
Emergency Services. 

Watch commander David Foley, of Brierley 
Hill fire station, said the animal was dis¬ 
tressed and exhausted. 

Around 12 firefighters worked on the 
rescue and watch commander Foley said it 
was a real team effort. 

“It was rewarding to work on this rescue,” 
he said. “It was a bit out of the ordinary but 
this was our third rescue of this type in two 
years and we were glad it was successful.” 

The pony was taken a rescue centre to be 
assessed, cleaned up and cared for.

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Council leaders hit out 
at new gipsy proposals 


THREE new sites have been put forward as 
possible locations for gipsy and travellers 
pitches in Wyre Forest, sparking criticism 
from council leaders. 

The earmarked sites will be considered on 
top of seven plots in the district already 
being discussed. Land at Clows Top Garage, 
Clows Top, near Bewdley, the former Yield- 
ingtree Packing site at Hackman’s Gate and 
land at Hoobrook Trading Estate in Kidder¬ 
minster have been suggested by the 
council’s local development framework 
advisory panel. 

The district council needs to identify 43 
more pitches for gipsies and travellers by 
2022, along with a site for show families. 

Seven potential sites in the district were 
considered in a public consultation process 


in November. But four were thrown out 
after councillors ruled they were unsuitable. 

Earlier this month council officers put 
forward four additional sites, all in Stour- 
port, as possible locations for the new 
pitches. 

But council leader John Campion is 
against the new plans. 

Speaking on behalf of the majority Con¬ 
servative group, he said: “We are aware of 
the unnecessary worry that could be caused 
to some communities by these sites being 
suggested by the local development frame¬ 
work advisory panel. 

“We are at this early stage stating that we 
will not support these sites through the 
democratic process when they are discussed 
later this month. 


Fire station is levelled 


A FORMER fire station in 
Sedgley has been reduced to 
rubble after bulldozers 
moved in to clear the site for 
housing. 

Sedgley Fire Station, Tipton Road, 
was controversially closed in Novem¬ 
ber 2008 despite a storm of protest 
from residents. 

It was put on the market by West 
Midlands Fire Service last May and 
bought by developer Knarsboro 
Homes. Bosses from the firm said 
work to demolish the station was 
under way. 

They announced construction of 
the new development of six family 
homes would begin in March. 


The developer has previously said 
the homes would be four-bedroomed 
properties. Car parking will also be 
built in to the development. 

Workers were also digging up foun¬ 
dations of the site. 

Knarsboro spokesman Bethan 
James said: “Demolition at the 
former fire station site and will be 
completed over a couple of days. 

Digging 

“We are expecting construction to 
begin at the site in March.” 

Residents battled to keep the fire 
station and hoped officials would re¬ 
think closure of the base. 

Protesters collected a 12,000-name 
petition calling for the station to be 


retained but were left disappointed 
when the fire service announced 
plans to sell the site. 

Officials said they had decided to 
close the station as it was costing too 
much to maintain it, ending any 
hopes of the building reopening as an 
active fire station. 

Figures released by the service in 
2010 showed the empty site cost 
£15,000 a year in rates, security fees, 
repairs and maintenance. 

Deputy leader of Dudley Council, 
councillor Tim Wright, said: “Obvi¬ 
ously the closure of the fire station 
was beyond the control of the council 
but I would rather see it used for 
something than remain empty.”

Appeal.

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Chief defends borough 
schools' league position 



EDUCATION bosses defended 
schools across Dudley after the 
borough slipped down the 
national rankings for both GCSE 
and A-levels. 

It comes as the league tables show thou¬ 
sands of pupils in England are failing to get 
good GCSE results. However, Dudley 
remains the best performing local authority 
in the Black Country with Stourbridge 
schools leading the way. 

GCSE results in the borough were on the 
up, with 58.5 per cent of pupils achieving five 
A* to C grades including English and maths. 
This compared to 56.4 per cent on the previ¬ 
ous 12 months. 

But the borough fell 16 places from 51 to 
67 after being leapfrogged by other councils 
in other parts of the country. 

Pupils did just as well in their A-levels 
compared to 2010, with an average points 
score of 741.7 for the second year running. 
Still the borough dropped down the national 
rankings, at 49 compared to 46 in 2010. 

Cabinet member for children’s services, 
Councillor Liz Walker, said there was “room 
for improvement”. 

She said: “These results are a tribute to 
the hard work of staff and pupils. However 
we will not be complacent. There is always 
room for improvement.” 

Dedicated 

Pupils at Old Swinford Hospital School in 
Stourbridge helped it finish top of the pile in 
the borough for its GCSE results. A total of 
93 per cent of pupils gained five A* to C- 
grades including English and maths. 

Headmaster Peter Jones said: “Old Swin¬ 
ford Hospital continues to demonstrate that 
it is one of Dudley’s top-performing schools. 
Once again our hard working and dedicated 
students and teaching staff have been 
rewarded by achieving outstanding marks in 
the GCSE examinations.” 

Students at King Edward VI College in 
Stourbridge scored an average 1069.9 points, 
making it the top performer at A-level.

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Mail office closure would 
be‘nail in coffin’for town 


CLOSURE of a Royal Mail delivery office 
would be the “final nail in the coffin” for 
Stourport, bosses were told at a meeting 
with residents. 

More than 50 people packed into Stour¬ 
port Workmen’s Club recently for a tense 
showdown with bosses. And their message 
was clear - they do not want the High 
Street delivery office to close and the service 
moved to Kidderminster. Royal Mail is car¬ 
rying out a feasibility study into plans to 
relocate the base. 

Logisitics director Mike Eady said the 
type of post now being carried by workers 
was changing with fewer letters but more 
bulky packages and packets. 

He said more staff were using trolleys and 
vans and there was not enough space at the 


Stourport site to accommodate more vehi¬ 
cles. Mr Eady said there were also health 
and safety considerations as pedestrians vis¬ 
iting the office had to use an access near 
where vans were driven, posing a risk. 

He said if the office was closed the firm 
would look at setting up a collection point 
in the town where people could still collect 
packages. 

But John Leaning, aged 64, who ran the 
delivery office for 10 years, said: “I know 
that site very well and there is plenty of 
space for the vans in the yard. It is the per¬ 
fect position there.” Mr Leaning, of Larford 
Lane, said he did not believe the Kiddermin¬ 
ster site could deal with an influx in vans. 

Councillor Cliff Brewer said: “This would 
be the final nail in the coffin for Stourport.” 


Story of child evacuee 


A WARTIME child evacuee who 
was one of 10,000 removed from 
Nazi Germany has told her life 
story to Dudley pupils as part 
Holocaust Memorial Week. 

Susi Bechhofer and her twin sister Lotte 
were brought to live in Cardiff with an 
adopted family as part of the Kindertrans- 
port programme when they were just three 
years old. 

Their mother Rosa Bechhofer had been 
forced to stay behind in Munich. 

The twins were given new names and told 
little or nothing of their past as they were 
brought up in Wales. 

It was by chance Susi discovered her real 
surname when sitting her O-levels. But it 
was only in later life that she delved deeper 
and discovered the full truth about her past. 


Her mother had perished in Auschwitz and 
their father had been a Nazi soldier. She 
eventually settled in Warwickshire and 
became a nurse but has also found other rel¬ 
atives in New York. The 75-year-old has 
recently started telling her story and begun 
finding out details about her mother’s life. 

Emotional 

She gave an emotional talk to students 
gathered at Holly Hall Academy, Dudley, as 
part of a series of events in the borough 
marking Holocaust Memorial Week. 

“I was delighted to speak with the chil¬ 
dren,” she said. “I think it is important that 
they hear what happened and people’s expe¬ 
riences of the Holocaust.” 

Holly Hall principal Graham Lloyd said: 
“It is important, now more than ever, to 
teach a new generation of young people the 
cost of intolerance and state oppression.

“Essar is committed to the UK steel market, which it sees 
as having a lot of potential in the long-term, and is commit¬ 
ted to the business and employees at Dudley,” said 
spokesman Andrew Turpin. 

“New products and stocks will be brought in due course 
and as market demand improves.” 

Weak market conditions have pushed some steel produc¬ 
ers in Britain and western Europe to shut down operations. 
Essar UK has processed steel at a 300,000 tons a year rate 
in the last few months and has the capacity of 500,000 tons.

Pioneering ID scheme is 
launched by metal firm

A BLACK Country metal recycling business 
has voluntarily introduced its own customer 
ID scheme - before the Government launches 
its own legal measures to tighten rules 
regarding scrap. 

Mason Metals Ltd in Two Woods Lane, Brierley Hill, 
launched it last month in response to concerns about metal 
thefts. 

Commercial manager Neil Woodall said it had been set up 
with the full backing on West Midlands Police. 

The Government last week announced plans to stop the 
metal theft epidemic by banning cash payments. 

Since the start of this year each Mason customer has to 
fill in a questionnaire and have given proof of identity before 


they are issued with a members’ card and number. “This 
provides the robust paper trail currently being sought by 
the police, MPs and utilities companies,” said Mr Woodall. 
The card is in addition to the usual waste transfer and duty 
of care note that will still be completed by Mason Metals 
with every transaction under the Scrap Metal Dealers Act. 

“Any customer is welcome to enrol. We have many house¬ 
holders who regularly recycle items such as aluminium 
cans. The scheme is aimed at all repeat clients,” explained 
Mr Woodall. He added that the business could deal with as 
many as 150 transactions a day and up to 1,000 a week 
“If the law does change to a cashless system the scheme 
will also be an ideal pre-cursor to any new system that we 
would implement,” added Mr Woodall. 

Mason was started in 1960 and currently employs 23 full¬ 
time staff at Brierley Hill.

Swift and 
sure from 
Suzuki’s 
style team 


Suzuki’s swiftest Swift proved a big hit with 
youngish owners looking for an affordable (to 
buy and insure) warm hatch. 

So little wonder the new Sport model, on sale in 
January, is more a step forward than a leap into the auto¬ 
motive unknown, with more of what’s good and a bit less 
of what isn’t. 

In the good column are power and economy, both 
boosted by a gentle reworking of the existing engine (now 
134bhp from its 1.6-litre petrol engine) and the addition of 
a sixth gear to make long motorway drags a bit less of a . 


. . drag. 

There’s also been a bit 
more space added to the 
length of the new Swift 
Sport for a slightly roomier 
interior (still only a four¬ 
seater, though) and the 
addition of cruise control 
and keyless entry - leave 
the key in your pocket and 
the car still knows you’re 
about. 

Like the old car, metallic 
paint is standard at no 
extra cost (tell that to 
Audi!). 

So to the not so good; this 
welcome tinkering with an 
already successful formula 
has brought a price 
increase that’s rather more 
than a gentle uplift. 

The old Sport cost 
£12,995 (they’re all sold, by 
the way), so the predicted 
£14,500 of the new model 
looks as though the Suzuki 
price setters knew they had 
an in-demand model on 
their hands and priced it 
accordingly. 

Bolder 

It’s still not overpriced, 
though, when you consider 
the reworking you’ll find in 
the little hatchback, 
designed in Japan, tested 
on some awkward York¬ 
shire roads as part of its 
European acclimatisation 
and built in Hungary in a 
plant that’s this summer 
built its two-millionth 
vehicle. 

The last Sport model was 
hard to pick out from its 
cheaper, slower siblings. 
The newcomer is less shy 
about boasting of its sport¬ 
ing prowess, with a bolder 
front grille, finned fog lamp 
housings, side body mould¬ 
ings and a spoiler above 
rear window. 

Multi-spoked alloy wheels 
fill the wheel arches in mus¬ 
cular fashion. 

Inside, the changes from 
non-Sport versions is 
subtle, with more firmly 
bolstered front seats about 
the only obvious change. 
Not that there’s much 
wrong with the cabin 
anyway, with room in the 
rear for two adults and a 
dashboard that’s simple (a 
good thing) and easy to 
read. 



In slightly pearly white 
paint the Swift Sport looks 
every centimetre the sporty 
hatch it’s intended to be, 
with blacked out rear-side 
windows adding a touch of 
Mafia menace. It looks per¬ 
fectly pitched at the early- 
30s and mostly male buyers 
who Suzuki thinks will fall 
for the car. 

They’ll appreciate the car 
Suzuki’s engineers have 
taken over, making it feel 
sporty on the road, with a 
lot of work to make the sus¬ 
pension and steering feel 
sharper without turning 
the car into a racetrack 
refugee. 

Like other sporty 
numbers from Japan (think 
Honda in particular) the 
Swift Sport’s engine needs 
to be worked hard for 
maximum attack. 

Rewards 

Indeed, change gear at 
what sounds the right time 
and you’ll miss its verve. 
This is a car that rewards 
effort from its driver, who 
won’t mind swapping gears 
in a box that feels crisp and 
positive. 

Driven with some 
restraint it will even prove 
an economical little tiger, 
with the official fuel 
average consumption 
figure better by 10 per cent, 
at 44.1mpg. 

Company car user 
choosers might also note 
the newcomer’s emissions 
now slip below the critical 
160g/km level. Family car 
buyers will like the five- 
star rating all Swifts enjoy 
in the Euro NCAP tests. 

It may be small but 
there’s a proper bigger car 
feel to the whole machine, a 
sure sign that painstaking 
development has followed 
every change. 

That augurs well for a 
long-term relationship with 
a car that will bring a smile 
to many a young man’s face. 
And some older ones too.
